THE NEW TRUNK ROAD. 

The New York Central Road was opened from 
Boston to Buffalo in 1842,--thirty years ago. 
Nine years later (1851), the Erie Railroad was 
completed; and, in 1852, Chicago was united to 
the tide. In 1853, the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, after twenty-six years of heroic labor, 
reached the Ohio River; and in 1854, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad reached Pittsburgh. Nineteen 
more years were supposed to elapse before the 
Commonwealth of Virginia—an early mover in
